Department of Commerce's statistics on manufac- 


rJ. turmg industries are chiefly interesting as an indi- 
cation of the effect of changing money values. Between 
1914 and 1919 the number of employees in manufacturing 
establishments increased by about 50 per cent; at the 
same time there was an increase in wages and salaries of. 
150 percent, and of a like amount in the total value of 1 
manufactured products. The actual output of the indi- 
vidual worker was certainly not doubted, and the dispar-' 
ity must therefore be largely explained on the basis of : 
inflated values.

The depression came in 1921. In that year the total 


of employees was almost precisely the same as in 1914. | 
Their wages and salaries had fallen to- about double what 
they had been in 1914, while the value of the products' 
•howed a net gain since that year of only 80 percent. | 
This shows that prices fell before industrial wages during \ 
the deflation period, but the statistics give us nothing to j 
show the final effect of the war period. That cannot be 
learned until the compilations for the more normal per- 
iod since 1921 are available.

Whether they will show that the industrial worker. 


has made any permanent gain in real wages is at least] 
doubtful. 
Whether the public at large makes any real 


gain depends on the efficiency of the industry.

000,000 lives were saved by this peaceful American in- 
vasion. With respect to hospitals alone the association 
workers served 16,000 institutions with 1.039,000 in- 
mates. 
Soap, salvarsan, quinine and other medicines 


were supplied in enormous quantities. 
The effect on 


particular diseases can be seen in the reduction of typhus 
deaths during American "occupation" from 277,701 to 
6,321. 


It is interesting to know that Colonel Haskell has not i 


found the Soviet authorities difficult to work with. The' 
task was a big one, but the account he gives of Djerffn-! 
sky, Director of Railroads, indicates the existence of both i 
understanding and efficiency in the Bolshevist Govern- 
ment. 


The contrast in the spectacle of America saving Rus- 


sian lives with its left hand while it chastises Russian 
government with its right is an astonishing one. Yet 
obviously it is not without its finer aspect. That Congress ' 
contributed $20.000.000 of the $62.000.000 which Colonel 
Haskell spent proves pretty well the sincerity of Mr. 
Hughes's assertion of our governmental friendship for 
the Russian people. So long as this persists. Ihe question 
of recognition can probably be depended upon to work 
itself out on a basis of eventual justice.
